Defense 
Need Held 
Critical 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 


Friday, yan. 11, Mayor Fletcher 
Brown of Los Angeles was host to 
a group of mayors of Pacific south- 
west cities at a dinner at which the 
speaker was Manly Fleischmann. 
Defense Mobilizer. As the board of 
directors of the League of California 
Cities was meeting at Los Angeles 
that weekend, I was able to attend. 

Mr. Fleischmann made a _ very 
favorable impression by his appear- 
ance, his obvious ability, and his 
frankness. 


He stated the problem of sup- 
ply to be that of providing the 
military with the needed arms, of 
expanding oyr basic industrial 
plant, and ef still not completely 
starving civilian production. 


In addition to building plant for 
war production, plant capacity for 
steel, aluminum, synthetic rubber, 
machine tools, etc., is being vastly 
expanded. This program will be 
completed by the close of 1952, and 
yearly in 1853 aluminum will become 
relatively plentiful and steel will be 
in much greater supply. 

urin gthe stringency in 1952 only 
projects clearly not deferrable will 
be granted steel. However, in con- 
trast with action in World War II, 
some steel will be made available 
for hospitals, schools and highways, 
plus all that is needed for mainten- 
ance of these facilities. 


Enough steel will be available 
for schcols to provide the second 
largest construction year on re- 
cord; 1951 was the largest. 


The amount of steel available 
fer hospitals will be about average 
be the past war years. However, re- 
creational projects will be banned 
for at least the balance of this year. 


Although the materials situation 
will be eased greatly in 1953 as the 
1952-constructed plant comes into 
production, copper will be as short 
as ever and use of substitute mater- 
ials should be planned. Nickel also 
will be as short in 1953 as in 1952. 


But this time the Federal auth- 
orities recognize that indispensa- 
ble municipal services are as im- 
portant as the military requir- 
ments, and materials will be avail- 
able fer all urgent projects and 
for maintenance. 


Fleischmann stated that the com- 
| plexity of modern instruments of 
warfare had increased greatly over 
World War II. A bomb sight, for 
instance, is 15 times as costly. Jet 
engines and guided missiles require 
new allvys, and cobalt and other 
irare minerals are needed. 

The United States is no longer 
| self-sufficient, for many of the ne- 
| cessary metals, such as nickel, must 
be imported.

Procedure Given 


For Dependents 

Of ‘Missing’ 

Procedure followed by the armed 
forces in making provision for the 
dependents of fighting men.report- 
ed as “missing in action” in Korea 
were explained today by Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service orzicer of 
San Mateo county, in the wake of 


recent enemy listings of U. S. pri- 
soners of war. 


Service men officially listed as 
“missing” are presumed to be al- 
ive until death is proved, and 
their pay and allowances contin- 
ue. Dependents still draw the 
family allowance. including both 
the money alloted by the service- 
men and the money added by the 
government as quarters allow- 
ance, 

The pay “missing” servicemen 
drew for themselves accumulates to 
their credit in the U. S. Treasury. 
Granger said. 

If a serviceman first listed as 
“missing” is later declared dead by 
the armed services, the surviving de- 
pendents keep the money they have 
received. 

Beneficiaries also receive a 
“death gratuity” equal to. six 
months’ base pay for the service- 
man. This sum. however, doesn’t . 
include the food 2nd quarters al- 
lowances that are paid when the 
serviceman is officially “missing,” 
Granger pointed out. 

Indemnity or U. S. life insurance 
payments to beneficiaries of serv- 
icemen officially listed as dead are 
handled by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration and are entirely separate 
from the allotments and death gra- 
tuities paid by the armed services, 
he emphasized. 

Full information on servicemeén’s 
allotments, and indemnity and in- 
surance payments is available at 
the veterans service office, court- 
house, Redwood City.

Owners of Christmas Pets—and the Pets. 
Themselves—May by Now Have Troubles asec em sve ast tmenen

Every year just about this time, 
I begin to hear of people who got 
animal pets for Christmas and who 
also got in trouble. 

It takes this long for the mis- 
takes they made with their “live” 
gifts, to begin bouncing back at 
them—and the pets. 

It seems to me that people use 
so little common ordinary “horse 
sense” in giving pets as Christmas 
giits. A tiny puppy or kitten, away 
from mother, brothers and sisters 
for the first time, is dumped into a 


crowd of strangers in all the noise} 


and bustle of the Christmas holi- 
days. 

Half the time the new owners 
don’t know the first thing about 
caring for or feeding the animal. 
The little thing is being handled 
t6o much and fed too much of the 
wrong thing. 

Again, a small puppy or kitten 
may be placed in the hands of a 
child too young, who handles it 
like a sawdust stuffed toy—or 
worse—in the hands of an older 
child who actually tortures the 
animal cruelly. 

I have seen animals suffering as a 
result of this, in a condition which 
has given me a kindred feeling of 
kindness toward King Herod. 

EASY 

It’s so easy to explain to a kindly 
child that a baby animal can be 
hurt. 

The other kind of child should 
not be given a live pet at all. For 
the latter type, I suggest as a gift, 
a hammer and a piece of plate glass 
—or a dish of molasses and a hand- 
ful of feathers. 

- A book could be-written on the 
subject, but in the space I_have, 
FH try to give a few pointers; 

though to keep pet owners from 
making all the time-worn mis- 
takes with pets in general. 

I personally think it is a good idea 
to. take your own pet to a good vet-

CLEAN BED 

Give your dog or cat a clean bed, 
away from drafts. A dog dces not 
like to sleep cn the bare flocr and 
a cat won’t do it. 

With very small puppies or kit- 
tens, for the first night or so, leave 
a clock ticking under the covers. 
The sound makes the. poor lonesome 
frightened things less fearful. 

A dog properly treated and lov- 
ed will be a joy in any family.“A 
cat well treatd will be ruuning 
your home for you in a month’s 
time. I can guarantee that—I have 
one. 

A cat makes a wonderful pet in 
a home where people like cats. It 
is clean and has absolutely no odor. 
It is also the only: animal in the 
world that man has not been ane 
to harness. 

An elephant or the most danger- 
ous of ‘all animals, the water buffa- 
lo, can be trained to work—but not 
a cat. 

It takes. so little effort to keep a 
deg or cat happy and healthy—and 
they sre so worth it. 

BIRDS 

For these who got birds for 
Christmas, the prcblem presents 
few difficulties. Hang the cages cf 
parrcts, love birds or canaries in a 
Sheltered, never too sunny corner. 
Keen the cage clean. 

Give them fresh food and water 
every day. Remember that canaries 
and parrots shell their seeds. The 
cup may be full, but the seed pod 
is empty. Love birds, kept two in a 
cage, should each have separate 
dishes of seed and water. 


For people who must poke 
sticks at pet birds, I suggest a 
gift of an ostrich or a cassowary 
—they can take it. If you get close 
enough to them they can dish it 
out, too. 

Do not allow a bird cage to be 
placed so that a cat can get near 
it and if you hang the bird cage 
#utdoors, protect your bird against 
strong sunlight, winds and butcher 
birds. 

Painted cages may be used as they 
are ccated with the same paint 
used on toys. Be careful with par- 
rots and love birds. They learn to 
open cage doors. Use a safety de- 
vice. Do not feed parsley to any 
bird. 
FISH 

For those who either do not care 
for animals or birds, goldfish or 
guppies make nice pets. They are 
beautiful to look at and fairly easy 
to care for. They make wonderful 
pets for “shut-ins.” Be sure to hav 
them in a large enough container. 

Keep the water clean and have 
plenty of water plants. The big- 
danger with fish is overfeeding. 

Find out the right amount to 
feed them and stick with it. 

Place a magazine around a fish 
bowl at night when lights are on 
Goldfish have no eyelids and lamp 
light over a long period is not good 
for them. 

Do not keep them in a room where

One important thing to remem- 
ber in regard especially to birds and 
fish, is to buy their food at a pet 
store. There large quantities are 
sold. and the food will always be 
fresh.

“FAMILY. SECRET! 
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Print Making Exhibit, on Display Here, 
Shows Perfection of Near-Lost Art Form: 


By J. SAVAGE WILDMAN 

Demonstrating the artistic per- 
fection which may be achieved by 
the near-lost art of print making, 
The Menlo Park branch of the San 
Mates county library this week 
placed on display a set of eight 
prints done by members of the 
Print Makers’ society of California. 

The art of the print maker differs 
frem that of the painter in that a 
metal plate is “etched” or carved 
and the drawing is reproduced upon 
paper pressed against the etched 
plate after a printing ink has been 
applied. 

_ Although several prints of one 
drawing may be made, each is in- 
dividually signed by the artist 
and each is considered an orizin- 
al, since such skill in required in 
printing the copies that that 
work in itself is considered an art. 

The prints being exhibited here 
include four etchings, two “dry 
points,” one block print, one soft- 
ground and. aquatint. They demons- 
trate the perfection of the print 
maker’s art to the fullest. 

Rio Partridge’s etching. “Oasis,” 
with its bold, linear handling clear- 
ly shows the strong use to which 
the etched plate can be put. He has 
placed the cbserver’s eye-level close 
to the ground, bringing tufts of 
wild grass strongly into the fore- 
ground. 

SERENE 

The middleground takes the form 
of serene trees and a few farm 
buildings. The distant mountains, 
though lightly handled, are strong 
against a soft and “never-ending” 
sky. 

This intersting effect in the sky 
is brought about by the use of a 
pattern of fine lines, to which etch- 
ing is easily adapted. 

“From Pino Dell Lane,” by Carl 
J. D. Nordell, is ‘similar, in its feel- 
ing of space. 

Here, however, a strong middle 

ground of dark trees, against a 
suggested background, carries the 
print, A few well placed lines in 
the foreground suggest the snow 
covered road which carries the 
observer into the picture, uniting 
it into one well or;anized print. 

“Pole Hill, Gloucester,” also by 
Nordell, brings strong. rugged cliffs 
into play against a soft sky, which 
affords a strong contrast to play 
against the quiet meadow represent- 
ed in the foreground. 

The other engraving in the ex- 
hibit is by Charles B.’Robers and 
is titled “Circling Gulls.” Here the 
etched plate is used to carry the 
grace of birds in flight. Strong fo-

slightest suggestion of clouds and 
the sea, far below, is made. 

“DRY POINT” 

“The Gleaners,” by Leslie Copo, 
is rendered in “dry point.” In this 
form of etching, acid is not used to 
eat out the lines in the metal plate 
which carry the ink. Rather, the 
lines are closer to being scratched 
into the plate, without the action 
of acid. 

Copo has handled his subject in 
a bold, strong manner, the figures 
being very angular, depicting the 
strength of the men themselves. 

Another dry point is “Rainy 
Night” by James Swann, All the cold 
fury of a winter’s storm is caught 
in this print, which depicts the rain 
being driven against pavement and 
buildings of a city. 

Allen W. Seaby’s “Red Squirrel” 
shows the effective use to which 
block printing can be put. In. this 
piece, color is used to attain focus. 

The softground and aquatint on © 
display is M. R. Bebbs’ “Chicka- 
dees.” The artist used the “soft- 
ground” method of etching, in which 
a blunt point is used to remove the 
acid-resisting “ground” from the 
plate, thus exposing the lines to be 
etched; a soft, flat treatment of 
the subject is brought about. Pure 
design becomes the predominate 
feature, similar to a Japanese print. 

The current exhibit, secured 
through the San Mateo county li- 
brary, is to remain on display at 
the Menlo Park branch, 631 Menlo 
avenue, for the next two weeks, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Vera Johnson, li- 
brarian.
